OXFORD  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

In  1849  the  Baptist  State  Convention  met  in  Oxford,  and  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  in  their  annual  report  stated  that  “  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  Female 
College  for  the  State,  in  which  suitable  testimonials  of  a  high  grade  of  scholar¬ 
ship  will  be  awarded,  is  seriously  entertained  by  many  of  our  brethren  and  is 
an  object  worthy  of  their  united  and  zealous  efforts. ”  After  the  adjournment 
of  the  Convention  several  meetings  of  the  citizens  of  Oxford  were  held,  and 
from  the  interest  manifested,  it  was  thought  that  they  would  give  $10,000  to 
the  College  if  located  in  their  town.  They  were  induced  to  believe  that  the 
denomination  would  also  give  an  equal  amount. 

In  October  1850,  the  Convention  met  in  Louisburg,  and  being  assured  by  a 
citizen  of  Oxford,  that  at  least  $10,000  would  be  given,  if  the  school  should  be 
located  in  that  town— a  resolution  was  passed,  locating  the  school,  and  appoint¬ 
ing  Trustees. 

In  December  of  the  same  year  the  Trustees  appointed  Elder  J.  J.  James  as 
Agent.  He  obtained  a  charter  from  the  Legislature,  and  in  March  1851  “entered 
actively  on  the  duties  of  the  Agency.  He  visited  about  50  counties  in  N.  C., 
and  also  went  into  sections  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina;  attended  12  courts, 
7  Associations,  2  Baptist  State  Conventions  and  a  large  number  of  smaller  meet¬ 
ings,  besides  visiting  hundreds  of  families  ;  obtaining  some  7  or  8  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  in  subscription  and  pledges.” 

The  Trustees  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  valuable  services  rendered. 

In  April  1851,  Rev.  Samuel  Wait,  D.  D.  was  elected  President  of  the  College 
and  invested  with  full  authority  to  employ  assistant  teachers.  The  school  was 
opened  bn  the  21st  of  July,  aud  soon  established  a  high  character  and  attracted 
a  respectable  share  of  patronage. 

Meanwhile  the  Trustees  bought  the  College  premises,  erected  and  repaired 
buildings,  bought  furniture,  and  incurred  various  other  expenses  until,  in  June 
1852,  the  “Committee  on  Finance  reported  that  the  liabilities  of  the  College 
were  $9,001.42.”  A  Committee  was  then  appointed  to  negotiate  a  loan,  and 
authorized  to  “mortgage  the  College  building.”  The  Committee  reported  “that 
they  had  failed.”  The  Trustees  then  employed,  in  rapid  succession,  four  Agents. 
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Their  salaries  exceeded  their  collections  by  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  The 
Trustees  after  this  succeeded  in  borrowing  $150  at  ten  per  cent,  interest.  In 
January  1 85T,  Rev.  Samuel  Wait,  D.  D.  resigned  the  presidency  and  entered 
upon  the  Agency.  He  labored  faithfully  and  diligently  for  several  months,  but 
the  meagerness  of  his  collections  discouraged  him  and  induced  him  to  quit  the 
field.  In  September  of  the  same  year,  it  was  found  absolutely  necessary  to  repair 
the  buildings  and  refurnish  the  establishment.  At  the  same  time  the  College 
was  sued  for  debt,  and  its  finances  were  in  such  disrepute  that  not  a  merchant 
in  town  would  credit  it  for  a  piece  of  chalk.  Unwilling  to  witness  a  public  sale 
of  the  College,  I  proposed  to  the  Trustees  : 

1st.  To  give  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  College. 

2nd.  To  subscribe  $1,900  (thereby  making  their  conditional  subscrip¬ 
tions  available,  and  paying  the  debt)  and  have  the  profits  of  the  school  for  five 
years. 

3rd.  To  pay  the  interest  on  the  debt,  and  have  the  profits  of  the  school. 

They  wrote  to  distant  members  and  urged  them  to  be  present  at  their  final 
meeting.  The  meeting  wras  well  attended  and  after  much  deliberation  they  ac-  j 
cepted  the  first  proposition.

[Copied  from  the  Biblical  Recorder  Of  April  the  21st,  1859.] 
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I  now  think  it  right  to  answer  some  questions  which  have  been  for  some 
time,  “in  circulation.” 

1 .  How  was  so  large  a  debt  contracted  ? 

The  citizens  of  Oxford  expected  the  denomination  to  furnish  the  money  and 
the  denomination  expected  them  to  furnish  it.  Each  wraitcd  for  the  other,  and 
money  was  not  supplied.  Meanwhile  the  Trustees  relying  on  both  were  contin¬ 
ually  incurring  expense. 

2.  Did  the  Trustees  mismanage  the  finances  ? 

The  result  shows.  Yet  the  board  was  composed  of  13  ministers,  4  laivyers, 
4  teachers,  8  merchants,  and  many  other  intelligent  business  men.  To  blame 
them  is  easy.  But  to  tell  how  they  could  have  conducted  an  expensive  enter¬ 
prise,  without  money,  is  not  easy. 

3.  What  errors  did  they  commit  ? 

They  took  fair  promises  for  good  deeds.  They  corresponded  with,  and  con¬ 
sulted  several  prominent  ministers  in  regard  to  office  in  the  College,  and  thereby 
made  bitter  enemies.  Those  living  at  a  distance  seldom  attended  the  meetings, 
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and  those  living  necar  met  too  often,  and  did  things  which  a  more  thorough  ex¬ 
amination  would  have  condemned. 

4.  Who  lost  by  the  College  7 

The  Trustees  lost  all.  If  they  mismanaged,  they  have  suffered  the  conse¬ 
quence.  They  worked  without  wages,  and  were  paid  by  being  compelled  to 
pay. 

5.  Why  did  Dr.  Wait  leave  7 

He  foresaw  the  result,  did  what  he  could  to  avert  it,  and  then  retired.  Two 
years  I  was  intimately  associated  with  him.  I  have  never  seen  a  man  more  dili¬ 
gent  or  decided  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  or  more  zealously  devoted  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  those  who  employed  him.  So  far  as  the  school  depended  on  him,  it 
succeeded.  Its  internal  condition  has  all  the  time  been  good. 

6.  Why  teas  the  property  sold  so  low  7 

Because  the  Trustees  thought  that  I  offered  more  than  any  one  else  would 
give. 

7.  Why  teas  not  the  name  changed  7 

I  intended  to  conduct  the  school  just  as  before.  A  change  of  name  would  have 
implied  a  change  which  I  did  not  intend  to  make.  Besides  no  good  could  have 
resulted  from  a  change  of  name. 

8.  Why  was  the  school  not  offered  to  the  Convention  7 

I  was  anxious  to  do  so,  but  several  prominent  members  of  the  Convention 
advised  against  it.  Ttis  now  making  money,  and  I  consider  the  investment  a 
good  one.  Yet  I  have,  all  the  time,  been  willing  to  pass  it  over  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  or  to  any  one  appointed  by  the  Convention,  whenever  the  amount  of  my 
outlay  shall  be  returned. 

9.  What  is  the  present  condition  of  the  school  7 

The  sixteenth  session  is  quietly  progressing.  The  buildings  and  premises 
are  undergoing  constant  improvement.  Several  very  important  additions  have 
lately  been  made  to  the  apparatus. 

Every  obstacle  to  comfort  is  removed.  Teachers  of  the  highest  character 
and  qualifications  are  employed.  The  value  of  the  course  of  instruction  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  every  graduate  is  now  teaching  and  has  won  for  herself 
an  enviable  reputation.  The  same  is  true  of  many  who  did  not  complete  their 
studies.  I  will  cheerfully  answer  any  other  questions.  I  have  long  felt  it  due 
to  the  denomination  to  say  what  I  have  said.  My  conduct  is  before  them,  I 
shall  be  satisfied  with  their  verdict.

SCHOLARSHIP.

The  scholarship  in  this  institution  is  of  a  character 
;  seldom  attained  by  female  schools.  It  claims  to  be  equalled 
I  by  few  and  excelled  by  none.  This  claim  is  based  on  the 
following  grounds  : 

1.  The  text-books  are  unusually  thorough  and  exten¬ 
sive,  and  the  examinations  and  discussions  go  to  the  bottom 
of  the  subjects. 

2-  The  method  of  teaching  is,  in  many  respects,  new  and 
peculiar,  and  experience  has  proved  it  excellent. 
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3.  In  tlie  selection  of  teachers,  considerations  of  policy 
are  disregarded  and  the  highest  qualifications  are  sought. 

4.  Many  of  the  most  successful  teachers  in  our  country 
have  been  educated  here,  and  their  reputations  are  rapidly 
extending. 


Lectures  on  Literary  and  Scientific  subjects  are  de¬ 
livered  in  the  College  Chapel  at  least  once  a  week. 


The  Laboratory,  containing  all  necessary  Mathemati¬ 
cal,  Philosophical,  Chemical,  Geological  and  Astronomical 
Apparatus,  Maps,  Charts,  &c.,  is  at  all  times  accessible  to 
students,  and  open  to  visitors  every  Saturday. 


Each  Class  is  subjected  to  rigid  daily  examinations. 
All  patrons  of  the  School  are  invited  to  attend  these  at  any 
time  during  the  session. 

Public  examinations  to  please  promiscuous  assemblies 
have  been  discontinued,  because,  even  when  honestly  con-  ; 
ducted,  they  injure  the  pupils,  flatter  the  parents,  and  | 
deceive  the  public.

On  the  last  day  of  each  month  a  report  of  the  scholar¬ 
ship,  punctuality  and  deportment  of  each  pupil  is  sent  to 

her  parents. 

In  preparing  Reports,  the  teachers  neither  flatter  nor 
give  hints,  hut  state  exactly  what  they  honestly  think. 


Diplomas  are  certificates  *of  scholarship.  They  are 
conferred  on  those  who  pass  the  required  examinations. 
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The  time  required  for  graduation  depends  entirely  on  the 


preparation,  diligence  and  capacity  of  the  student. 


Each  pupil  is  required, 

1.  To  attend  the  calling  of  the  rolls  and  the  recitations 
of  her  classes. 

2.  To  be  obedient  and  respectful  to  the  teachers. 

3.  To  observe  the  rules  of  strict  morality  and  politeness. 

4.  To  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  on  public  occasions. 


The  following  are  positively  prohibited  : 

1.  Attending  parties,  balls,  dancing  schools,  &c. 

2.  Leaving  the  premises  without  permission. 

3.  Receiving  the  visits  or  attentions  of  young  gentlemen, 
or  in  any  way  corresponding  with  them. 

4.  Visiting  in  town  or  country,  unless  by  the  known  re¬ 
quest  of  parents. 

5.  Wearing  rings  or  bracelets. 

6.  Contracting  debts  without  the  consent  of  parents. 


Parents  sometimes  detain  their  daughters  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  sessions,  in  order  to  give  the  teachers  time  to  ^or¬ 
ganize  the  school/'  This  school  was  “organized”  many 
years  ago,  and  it  will  probably  remain  “organized”  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  classes  are  not  disbanded  for 
vacations.  On  the  first  day  of  each  session  the  recitations 
proceed  with  as  much  regularity  as  if  no  vacation  had  oc~ 
cui red.  1  hose  who  absent  themselves  during  any  part  of 
the  session  and  expect  the  teachers  “to  pull  them  up  with 
their  classes”  on  their  return,  will  be  sadly  disappointed. 
The  studies  prosecuted  in  this  School  require  the  undivided 
attention  of  the  very  best  minds.

The  Uniform  for  winter  is  bonnet  trimmed  with  blue, 
cloak  and  dress  of  blue  merino  ;  for  summer,  bonnet 
trimmed  with  pink,  and  dresses  of  solid  pink  and  white. 
The  entire  cost  of  uniform  for  the  year  is  about  twenty-five 
dollars. 


Costly  dresses,  fantastic  finery  and  useless  trinkets  are 
entirely  out  of  place  in  the  School.  They  encourage  vanity 
in  those  that  have  them,  and  envy  in  those  that  cannot 
afford  them.

The  pupils  attend  morning  and  evening  prayers  in  the 
College  Chapel,  and  on  Sabbath  they  attend  public  worship 
at  such  times  and  places  as  are  thought  best  by  the  teachers. 
But  any  parent  may  direct  what  church  his  daughter  shall 
attend. 


Oxford  is  situated  on  the  healthv  hills  of  Granville, 
twelve  miles  from  the  Raleigh  and  Gaston  Rail  Road,  and 
is  connected  with  Henderson  Station  by  a  line  of  daily 
stages.  The  School  is  located  in  a  pleasant  and  retired 
part  of  this  beautiful  village.  The  grounds  enclosed  afford 
ample  space  for  exercise,  and  the  students  are  enabled  to 
combine  the  advantages  of  the  town  with  the  quiet  of  the 
country. 


Our  students  usually  enjoy  uninterrupted  health. 
Many  come  pale  and  delicate,  and  leave  ruddy  and  robust. 
When  sick  they  receive  every  proper  attention.  It  a  stu¬ 
dent  requires  medical  aid,  or  there  is  even  a  slight  proba- 


bility  that  she  will  be  seriously  ill,  her  parents  are  imme¬ 
diately  informed  and  her  exact  condition  is  fully  stated. 
This  is  a  solemn  duty  and  a  law  of  the  Institution.  It  lias 
not  been,  and  will  not  be  violated.  It  is  hoped  that  parents 
will  not  allow  false  reports  to  distress  them. 
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The  Columbian  Library  is  in  room  7. 

The  Clio  Library  is  in  room  11. 

The  Cabinets  of  minerals,  shells,  &c.,  are  in  room  12. 
Public  exercises  commence  at  7  o’clock,  P.  M.,  every 
Saturday  in  room  24. 

The  teachers  have  most  leisure  from  6  o’clock  to  8 
o’clock,  morning  and  evening,  and  may  be  seen  in  room  20. 

The  entire  School  may  be  seen  every  morning  at  8 
o’clock,  in  room  24. 


The  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  two  sessions.  The 
first  opens  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  and  closes  on  the 
last  Thursday  in  November.  The  second  opens  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Thursday  in 
Mav. 


Deductions  for  absences  always  prevent  punctuality, 
and  thereby  retard  the  progress  of  the  classes.  All  who 
register  their  names  are  responsible  for  the  amount  of 
board  and  tuition  for  one  session.  Deductions  may  be 
made  by  special  contract,  under  peculiar  circumstances.
